Offering  options  such  as  5.25  percent  interest  and  free 
monthly  checking,  local  banks  provide  many  different  check¬ 
ing  account  plans  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  BYU  students. 

Keep  in  mind  all  the  banks  offer  several  checking  plans  both 
tree  and  with  a  fee  depending  on  one’s  account  balance. 
t  ®?Jtu?ev^e  ®&nk  offers  three  basic  checking  account  plans. 
Jay  Bulson,  a  loan  officer  for  Bonneville,  said  customers  with  a 
minimum  balance  of  $300  will  receive  free  monthly  checking, 
traveler  s  checks  and  money  orders.  If  the  balance  falls  below 
the  minimum,  a  service  charge  of  $4  will  be  made,  he  said. 

Bulson  said  a  second  option  would  not  require  *  minimum 
balance  and  customers  would  be  charged  15  cents  for  each 
check  written  in  addition  to  a  $1  monthly  service  fee. 

Bonneville  Bank  also  offers  a  NOW  account  plan  which  pays 
5.25  percent  interest  on  a  minimum  balance  of  $500.  If  the 
balance  falls  below  $500,  the  customer  will  be  charged  $5  a 


monthly  checking,  provided  the  student  maintains  a  minimum 
balance  of  $100. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  checking  plans,  Commercial 
Security  Bank  of  Orem  Offers  a  “club  account”  to  customers 
who  maintain  a  minimum  balance  of  $500,  said  Camille  Riz- 
zuto,  new  account  representative. 

According  to  Miss  Rizzuto,  “club  account”  c 


^ucurumg  to  ivnss  ftizzuto,  "club  account  customers  pay  a 
$4  monthly  fee  and  receive  a  $10,000  accidental  death  in¬ 
surance  policy,  50  percent  off  on  safety  deposit  boxes  as  well 
free  checking,  traveler’s  checks  and  other  bank  services.

Cougars  open  '81  season  with  49ers 


Defense  solid; 
offense  young

There’s  a  well  kept  secret  in  Provo. 

Sure  everybody  knows  the  nation’s  best  pass¬ 
ing  quarterback  is  returning  to  lead  an  offensive 
machine  that  has  won  the  NCAA  passing  title 
four  out  of  the  last  five  years. 

And  the  fact  that  the  Cougars  switched  offen¬ 
sive  coaches  with  San  Diego  State  is  common 
knowledge. 

But  what  many  people  don’t  know  —  but  is 
common  knowledge  among  BYU’s  opposing 
coaches  —  is  that  the  Cougar  defense  has  the 
potential  to  outshine  the  more  publicized  offense. 

Starting  with  an  experienced  defensive  line, 
BYU  probably  has  the  three  best  tackles  in  the 

The  starting  left  tackle  is  junior  Mike  Morgan, 
6-foot-4,  260.  Backing  him  up  will  be  another 
junior,  Chuck  Ehin,  6-foot-4,  252,  who  has  been 
an  off  and  on  starter  since  his  freshman  year.  At 
right  tackle  will  be  senior  Pulusila  “Junior” 
Filiaga,  6-foot-2,  257,  coming  back  after  last 
year’s  suspension. 

The  outside  line  will  be  anchored  by  a  6-foot-4, 
237,  junior,  Bart  Oates  and  a  6-foot-4,  252, 
senior,  Brad  Anae,  who  head  coach  LaVell 
Edwards  says  is  one  of  the  top  defensive  ends  in 
the  conference. 

It’s  hard  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  Glenn 
Redd  and  Ed  St.  Pierre,  but  the  Cougars  should 
still  be  solid  at  linebacker.

It  may  be  hard  for  BYU  students  to  find 
enough  seats  to  go  around  this  season  at  the  foot¬ 
ball  games,  but  the  problem  will  be  solved  with 
the  expansion  of  the  Cougar  Stadium,  scheduled 
to  begin  after  football  season  ends,  according  to 
Norman  Faldmo,  director  of  planning. 

Under  the  stadium -expansion  plan  approved 
by  the  BYU  Board  of  Trustees  in  early  May,  the 
number  of  seats  will  increase  to.  68,000. 

In  an  interview  with  The  Daily  Universe  in 
May,  BYU  Vice  President  W.  Rolfe  Kerr  said  the 
expansion  would  cost  “several  million”  less  than 
the  original  expansion  plan. 

Under  the  original  expansion  plan,  the 
stadium  was  to  have  been  expanded  on  both 
sides  with  new  seating  decks  added  to  increase 
seating  capacity. 

Instead,  Faldmo  said,  the  stadium  would  be 


expanded  in  a  bowl  shape,  with  the  playing  field 
being  lowered  to  allow  for  new  rows  of  seating 
along  the  field. 

More  than  18,000  seats  will  be  added  to  the  end 
zones  at  the  same  height  as  current  end-zone 
seating.  He  said  the  seats  would  be  angled  at  a 
steeper  angle  to  provide  a  better  view  of  the  play- 

Kerr  said  the  stadium’s  expansion  was  delayed 
by  high  bids  that  exceeded  the  cost  originally 
planned. 

In  order  to  bring  about  the  stadium  expansion, 
the  track  will  have  to  be  moved. 

Construction  of  a  new  track  is  already  under 
way  and,  weather  permitting,  will  be  completed 
this  fall,  according  to  Paul  Rasmussen,  BYU  con¬ 
struction  engineer. 


A1  Nelson  of  the  construction  department  said 
the  weather  would  have  to  be  cooperative  before 
the  track  could  be  finished. 

“If  the  weather  is  bad,  we  won’t  be  able  to 
finish  the  project  until  next  spring,”  he  said.: 
“But  if  the  ground  remains  dry  enough,  we 
should  be  able  to  put  the  finishing  touches  on 
this  fall.” 

The  new  track  will  be  located  about  300  yards 
south  of  the  stadium. 

“This  track  construction  is  quite  a  project,”  he 
said.  “It  takes  quite  a  bit  of  earthmoving  to  level 
that  track  so  it  is  perfectly  level.” 

He  said  the  old  track  will  be  left  intact 
throughout  the  football  season  and  the  stadium 
expansion  would  take  place  after  the  season
